Recently a woman said to me, “My son is an 
alcoholic. I have paid his fines, had him released 
from jail, nursed him back to health countless 
times. I have neither the resources nor the in- 
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clination to help him any more.” Again a man 
told me that his son was getting too “wild” to 
control. “I paid for his education and gave him 
all that I thought a boy should have. Now he is 
on his own, and there is nothing more I can do,” 
he said. 

Another man told me that he had given a girl 
work in the business which he owns, because her 
family needed financial assistance. He had given 
her every opportunity, making excuses for her 
inefficiency and many mistakes, trying her out in 
different jobs. ‘‘I have come to the conclusion,” he 
said, “that even though I should like to help the 
family I can do nothing more for this girl. I will 
have to let her go.” 

You have heard of similar cases. They are 
typical of what happens when we exhaust our 
resources in trying to help someone and know 
nothing to do next but wash our hands of the 
whole affair. In any one such case so much could 
have been accomplished through prayer. 

If there is someone in your family, in your 
office, among your friends and acquaintances 
whom you long to help, realize that there is much 
you can do. Let your first consideration be that 
of giving true spiritual help. You do this by 
declaring that the object of your help is a strong,

free, perfect child of God. Do not be deceived by 
appearances. Affirm the power of God to work 
through the one for whom you pray. The changes 
may not come about as soon as you expect; they 
may not come in ways that you expect; but no 
prayer is void of power, and good will be accom- 
plished through your efforts. 

In the teachings and ministry of Jesus we see 
that the most outstanding thing was not the 
things He did for His followers and His disciples 
but the spiritual power He called forth in them. 
Those who turned to Him discovered their own 
potentialities, their own miracle-working faith. 
“Thy faith hath made thee whole,’ He said. He 
did not magnify limitations or dwell on short- 
comings. To Him there were no hopeless alco- 
holics, no persons beyond help. To Him all were 
children of God, needing only to call forth their 
God-given powers and abilities, needing only to 
learn to rely on God, the loving Father, within 
them. 

If you yearn to help another person, keep in 
mind that while outer means of help sometimes 
apparently fail, spiritual means do not fail.
